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THE  TOWN  WE  LIVE  IN 


ITS  ORIGIN: 

North  Attleborough  saw  its  beginnings  in  the  years  immediately  following 
the  Plymouth  landing.  Its  history  from  the  time  when  purchased  from  the 
Indians,  is  one  which  is  vivid  and  colorful. 

ITS  LANDMARKS: 

THE  ANGLE  TREE  STONE — After  much  wrangling,  a dividing  line  between  the 
Plymouth  Colony  and  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  was  established  and 
marked  by  the  Angle  Tree  Stone. 

THE  NORTH  END  CEMETERY — The  first  settler,  John  Woodcock,  after  many 
years  of  feuding  with  the  Indians,  passed  on  in  the  latter  part  of  the  1600's. 
He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Old  North  End  Cemetery. 

THE  OLD  HATCH  HOUSE — In  his  lifetime,  John  Woodcock  established  a tavern 
known  as  The  Hatch  House.  In  later  years  many  famous  men,  including  Presi- 
dents Washington,  Adams,  and  Monroe  were  guests  there. 

THE  OLD  POWDER  HOUSE — One  of  the  most  interesting  of  our  old  buildings 
is  the  Powder  House  where  ammunition  was  stored  during  the  French  and 
Indian  War. 

THE  FIRST  JEWELRY  SHOP  MARKER — The  first  jewelry  shop  in  America  was 
located  in  North  Attleborough.  There  is  now  a marker  on  South  Washington 
Street  to  note  the  exact  spot  where  the  shop  was  located  and  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  the  unknown  Frenchman  who  was  its  proprietor. 

ITS  INDUSTRIES: 

The  Jewelry  industry  has  always  been  the  base  of  North  Attleborough's 
economic  structure.  North  Attleborough  is  famous  for  the  quality  of  the  jewelry 
made  here. 

Who  has  not  heard  of  "The  Evans  Case"  or  "Silver  by  Webster"? 

Today  North  Attleborough  has  diversified  its  interests  with  such  industries 
as  Lumber  Companies,  Tool  & Die  Shops,  Box  Manufacturers,  Plastics  and 
Ceramics. 

Its  stores  and  shops  on  busy  Washington  Street  testify  to  the  pride  the 
townspeople  take  in  "buying  at  home." 

ITS  EDUCATIONAL  ADVANTAGES: 

The  school  system  in  North  Attleborough  started  in  the  late  1600's.  Through 
the  years  it  has  kept  alive  in  its  citizens  the  knowledge  that  great  educational 
goals  are  not  out  of  reach.  The  vigorous  building  program  of  the  present  time 
continues  the  march  of  progress  in  education  with  two  new  elementary  schools 
and  the  addition  to  the  high  school  which  will  be  finished  in  the  very  near 
future. 

OUR  LIBRARY — The  Richards  Memorial  Library,  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state 
and  keeps  the  town  well  supplied  with  the  best  in  reading  material. 
SCHOLARSHIPS — Given  by  generous  citizens  and  civic  groups,  scholarships 
provide  many  of  our  young  people  with  the  first  start  towards  success. 
TRADES — The  shops  offer  part  time  employment  to  our  young  people,  train- 
ing them  in  the  skills  which  will  be  most  helpful  to  them  in  later  life.
